THE KL7AA REPEATERS sponsored

(+5.000). The 146.94 repeater located 
near Flattop Mt. and the remote receiver 
at Government Hill use either 100 or 
141.3 hz tones for access, The West 
Anchorage remote receiver uses only 


100 hz tones. The 125m and the 70 


cm repeaters located near Flat Top Mt. 

do not require tone for access at this 
time. The AARC sponsored repeater at 
Mt. Alyeska, 146.76 (-.600), is equipped 
with the 141.3 hz tone, but does not 
require it for access at this time. 


The repeater trustee is William Reiter, 
KL7ITI. Doug Dickinson, KL7IKX, is 
chairman of the VHF/UHF committee. 
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KL7AA-7 PACKET OPERATIONS 
Ports are 145.01 and 145.96 mhz direct 
at 1200 baud and via the secondary 
network on 145.05 and 445.05 mhz at 
1200 baud and on 7.110 mhz at 300 
baud (alias HF40). The Iceworm 
network is available on 147.96 mhz. 
Remember that 147.96 is normally in 
use as the Iceworm link to other 
Alaskan communities and please limit 
use ot this frequency to the hours of 
1600 to 220 daily. 


A landline port is available at 1200 - 
14,400 baud, V32.bis/MNP5 
compatible, registration is required.

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Treasurer’s Report 
by John Lawson, NL7NC 


The transaction report, budget 
report and balance sheet for the 
month of August were presented 
to the AARC Board of Directors at 
the September Board meeting. 


There was no activity in the 
Gaming Accounts in August. The 
next distribution of funds from 
Boniface Bingo, Inc. is expected at 
the next (BBI) Board of Directors 
meeting on September 15th. 


A check for $890 was received 
from Fred Tolliver in August. 
The amount represents the final 
closeout of the old AARC checking 
account for Boniface Bingo, Inc. 
The money was deposited into the 
club regular checking account. 


The second quarter gaming 
reports for the club were 
completed and submitted. [See 
related article Notes On Gaming 
Results] 


No activity occurred during 
August in the Life Member 
Account. 


I met with our CPA Nancy Adams 
on September Ist. Nancy is still 
working on the club's 1992-93 tax 
return and expects to have it done 
this month. The holdup on this 
return is due to a discrepancy in 
the club's financial records of 
approximately $1,100 for 1992 


[Editor's Note: this represents an 
ADDITIONAL $1,100 of club 
funds ON HAND, not an 
unknown expenditure]. 


I do not have the necessary 
records to find the problem, so 
have instructed Nancy to "write it 
off". I also delivered to her all of 
the records required to complete 
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the club's 93-94 tax returns, after 
which we will be current on our 
taxes. 


We received a Notice of Penalty 
and Interest on the previously 
filed 1991-92 return in the 
amount of $667.97 from the IRS. 
I paid the bill, but Nancy is going 
to protest the penalty amount of 
approximately $300 on the club's 
behalf. 


After reading the IRS regulations 
regarding Excise Taxes, I 
responded to the IRS Fairbanks 
office with a letter stating that the 
AARC is not responsible for Excise 
Taxes on gaming proceeds for the 
years 1989, 1990 and 1991. 


The Treasurer requests Board 
approval to transfer $3,000 from 
the gaming account to the club 
checking account to cover 
Hamfest and on-going expenses.

as a budget variation. 


Request: 


As the sysop for the Alaska 
Internet gateway, I am 
requesting funding from the 
AARC board for the following: 


1. Replacement of the AARC 386- 
20 PC power supply ($75). 


2. Purchase of additional radio 
equipment, TNC's, and modems 
for the 9600 bps radio link for 
AKGATE if needed (up to $1,000). 


Status: 


The Alaska Internet Gateway 
(AKGATE:NL7NC-6) has been in 
operation for about three weeks. 
Software and setup glitches have 
been ironed out, and the gateway 
now allows access to over a 
hundered different packet nodes, 
BBS’s and DX Clusters around 
the world. Dedicated NETROM 
routes have been established to 
Winnipeg, Toronto and San 
Francisco. 


The gateway has proven to be 
very popular with local users, 
with 4 to 5 users logged on during 
most prime evening hours. The 
gateway is also being used to 
support the NL7C-1 DX Cluster 
with information from other 
clusters in the Lower 48. 


Bulletin forwarding for KL7AA-7 
has not yet been successful due to 
a very poor packet connect’on 
from the Internet Alaska site. 


Computer: 


It was my original intent to use 
the old AARC 386/20 PC for the 
gateway. The computer would 
not run longer than 24 hours 
without lockup, and it is 


suspected that the power supply 
has gone south. I'm now using a 
Packard Bell 286/12 PC from my 
personal stock. The 286 works 
OK with JNOS gateway software, 
but it is slower than desired. I 
would request permission to 
purchase a new power supply for 
the computer. 


Radios/TNC's 


We're now using TEKK KS-900 
radios and MFJ 1270B TNC's 
with G3RUH modems for the 
9600 BPS radio connection 
between AKGATE and KL7IKX's 
node stack (DD/DPD/AHS). The 
power output of the radios is 2 
watts at 445,11 Mhz. 
Approximately $300 has been 
spent to install a Comet GP-6 
antenna and '4" hardline at the 
Internet Alaska site. 


The radio connection between 
AKGATE and the local packet 
LAN is very poor despite much 
experimentation with 
frequencies, antennas, baud rates 
and software configuration. At 
this time it is unsure what we're 
going to do to correct the problem. 


The RF path with the current 
antennas is good. The VHF 
Committee is working very 
dilligently to come up with a 
solution, which may _ involve 
tuning of the existing radios or 
purchase of improved radios, 
TNCs and/or modems. The 
problem is being compounded by 
very heavy use of AKGATE by 
local users, the local DX cluster 
and outside hams trying to 
connect through AKGATE to 
KLT7AA-7. 


One of the suspected problems 
with the radio connection is the 
age of the equipment that we are 
using. The TNCs/modems were 
purchased used about three years 


ago, and is older generation 
equipment that have since been 
upgraded as best we can. The 
radios are also of older vintage 
and are no longer in manufacture. 


Both Kenwood and ICOM have 
recently started making "plug n 
play" 9600 BPS capable FM 
mobile radios for the VHF and 
UHF bands. AEA, Kantronics, 
DRSI and Pac-Comm are also 
selling off-the-shelf 9600 BPS 
TNCs at very reasonable prices. 
It is expected that the use of 9600 
BPS packet will increase with this 
new equipment availability. 


Summary 


At this point, I'm not sure what 
we are going to do to fix the radio 
path to AKGATE. We will work 
to use the existing equipment if at 
all possible, but it may be 
necessary to purchase something 
different in the way of current 
generation TNCs/modems and 
higher power radios. With the 
popularity of AKGATE, I feel it is 
important that we provide the 
best radio path that we can so 
that users will get maximum use 
and enjoyment from it, and also so 
that we can use AKGATE for its’ 
original intended purpose of 
providing bulletins for KL7AA-7. 


To meet this goal, I would ask the 
AARC board to authorize an 
additional expenditure of no more 
than $1,000 to purchase new 
radios, TNCs and/or modems for 
AKGATE. This money will not be 
spent if the radio path can be 
fixed with the existing equipment, 
and will only be used at the 
discretion of the VHF Committee.

of Harvey Rookus, NL7DK 


The Eklutna 
Towers 


Have you ever wondered about 
the five towers that stood on the 
Eklutna Flats? All I knew was 
that they were FAA! I am a 
member of a net called the Old 
China Hands. In running their 
newsletter for the summer, I 
received a letter from Glen N6CX. 


Glen has been a Ham since 
February 1930, is 85 years of age 
and with a really sharp memory. 
He was with the 15th Inf Regt 
and the Signal Corps in China 
from 1930-1935. 


In Glen's letter he told of being in 
the Third AACS Wing with HQ at 
Elmendorf. He tells of helping 
build a Medium Frequency 
transmitter plant on the Eklutna 
Flats for the Air Force working 
with the CAA (now FAA.) 


The five towers were built 
sometime in the early forties. 
Glen told me that during the 
tower construction a "big swede" 
fell down through the center of 
one of the towers. He was not 
expected to live, but they loaded 
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him on a door and transported 
him to the hospital in Anchorage 
via a weapons carrier. It took 
three hours to get him to town. 
They didn't expect to see him 
again, but about a month later he 
was out looking for a job. The 
towers were approx 325 feet high. 


Glen was "sort of a troubleshooter 
and travelled from hell to 
breakfast trying to keep the radio 
system in operation." Similar 
facilities were installed at 
Galena, Unalaska, and several 
other sites he could not 
remember. Glen also spent time 
installing a “long distance radio 
system" on Amchitka. 


He ended his career with the Air 
Force supervising the 
construction of a huge 
transmitter/receiver site near 
Davis and Lincoln, California. 
This was one of two "Gateway" 
stations in the US. Big stuff; 100 
KW xmtrs, 40 KW RTTY and a 
square mile of Antennas. 


I thought it was interesting 
enough to share. Thanks Glen 
N6CX for the interesting 
thoughts from NL7DK.
